Sir Abraham Reynardjon. 


WHEN the conduct of a man is regulated, in per- 
ilous times, by a confcientious regard to principle, 
cig memory ought not té be buried in oblivion.--- 
Such was Sir Abraham Reynardfon, lord-mayor of 
London, in 1648. When a petition for bringing the 
king to trial was brought forward in the common- 
council, he oppofed it, in fpite of tumults within and 
without ; and, at laft, after a debate of twelve hours, 
he took up the city fword, and withdrew, at the haz- 
ard of his life, having entered the proceedings on the 
records of the court. After the king’s death, being 
called upon to proclaim the abolition of the kingly 
power, he perenaptorily refufed ; for which he was 
fined 20co!. imp-ifoned in the tower, and deprived 
both of his office of lord-mayor and alderman.
